make a point ortosuggcst an Idea were pure 
inventions of bis, made many times upon 
thc>pot. They are-certainly purcalleKOrie-i, 
quite as sugcestive tu many of 'jEsop's 
fables, and reveal what to Lincoln himself 
was an unconscious literary faculty. 


It is tho comnion opinion of the ablest crit- 


ics and the cotmnoti appreciation of all men 
that Lincoln'.', (ictlysl/urft address in suU- 
limity of thought, loftiness and appropri- 
ate-ness of expression and purity of Its die- 
tion is the rooit classic utterance of any 
American and will take rank in history 
with some of 'the profoundcst sentences of 
Shakespeare, nnd it Las been supposed that 
it was an almost extemporaneous- address, 
revealing Lincoln'* command of I be highest 
literary qualities, even in snildcn emergen- 
cy. Hut n recent paper written l>y one who 
bad almndant authority to know what Mr. 
Lincoln's methods of composition were has 
made it plain that this address, like every 
other speech or writing that contains the 
seeds of immortality, was n laborious com- 
position. Tilt. Lincoln thought much upon 
it, and it won always bis habit to "compose, 
mentally Tjefore he committed his thoughts 
to paper. In fact, the mere work of writing 
was mechanical—almost automatic—as 
8ome.slip.sof the pen in the tint draft of 
that speech fcbow. 


After the speech was delivered it vvasiub- 


jected by Sir. Lincoln to most painstaking 
revision*-revibion which reveals lib intui- 
tive perception of the canons of literary 
form. 


In n .visit to tfce New. Kn;!and putts 


about three months before he vvas nomi* 
Dated for the presidency Mr. Lincoln met 
the Rev, Dr. John P. Gulliver, a very able 
clergyman, who died recently n bile hold- 
ing a professor'scbalr in the Andeyrer sem- 
inary. Dr. Gulliver b&d heard ot Lincoln 
as a country lawyer of the west who had' 
made some speeches which n ere regarded 
as more powerful than those delivered 'by 
Douglas, then esteemed tbe most brilliant 
debater of the time. Therefore, having op- 
portunity. Dr. Gulliver went to hear this 
country, lawyer, expecting to find n quaint, 
perhaps original, but wholly unrhetorical 
discourse, without nny literary graces, but 
only such rough mannerism* nnd s iiKges- 
tions as would appeal to a political throng. 


On the. following morning Dr. Gulliver 


met Mr. Lincoln upon tbe.train, took n seat 
beside him and said to him that he was 
amazingly disappointed with tlie speech

ny, tho white haired apostle of woman's 
sn/Trago, vvho \v ill preside' at jhc conven- 
fion ^hortlv• to 1« held in ^^^ashinKtOll, is 
us enthusiastic for tho cause as she was 
in the firft flush of her youth. From 
wh.it she has caul to her friends jvithui 
the past few dajs, it ii safe tb infer that 
the u far more hopeful now than she has 
b^en nt any time in the past. She holds 
that thero'is not the slightest question as 
to the ultimate outcome-of woman's 
fight Jor the ballot.it is only a .matter 
of time, apd that tho time of succefs is 
now 12 months nearer thsn it was n year 
ago, nnd consequently suffragists have n 
right to and snonldbc just so much more 
encouraged. 


Ub matter whether you agree-with the 


snffragists or not. it is not possible to 
avoid admiring Miss Anthony and her 
long, persistent fight for equal rights 
with men for her sex. She was but a 
mere girl when eho first took np arms. 
She has never faltered since, and she is 
a better fightertodoy than over before. 
She has braved ridicnle, scorn and even 
personal indignities in tho cause since 
cho first espoused it. She has sought nr-" 
rest by registering contrary to law, and 
then, when her case was on the court 
docket for trial, the has traveled over 
and spoken jn every hamlet in the coun- 
ties whence tho jurors to try her were to 
be empaneled. 


It was more than 40 years ago that she 


made her first speech. It was cot .1 loud 
speech, so far as volume of sound was 
concerned, bat in tho broader sense it 
was a speech the echoes of -which have 
irot7etdiedaway,norwill theyfor many, 
years to come. ' She was ft school mis- 
tress then/- There wsa a convention of 
teachers here in Rochester. Two hun- 
dred of the attending delegates were men.
